A big Slav 
pushed in and struck at hie neck with a 
knife. Matthews threw out his arm, and 
the blade was buried in it above the 
elbow.. Dodging another blow with a 
knife, the weapon penetrated his shoulder. 
There was a storm of blows, and every 
hand striking them held a knife. Mat- 
thews was bleeding dreadfully, but he 
kept his wits, and thus escaped more 
than one. of their fatal thrusts, when 
two cowardly Slavs struck him from be- 
hind, stabbing him in the back: almost 
_simyltaneously. — 
Then he was down under foot, being 
‘ kicked and trampled, while men stooped 
to stab him in his helpless condition. A 
crowd that had been drawn by the at- 
tack, charged on the Slavs, drove them 
back, and rescued the terribly wounded 
man.

I have at the request of property owners 
long the line of said improvements 
e@prinkled said streets, but in no case have 
I sprinkled or caused to be sprinkled any 
upgraded street, except as I have roaded 
up in acordance with your instructions. 
J desire also to state that in former 
administrations the city paid for the use 
of a roller; as it does not possess one, be- 
ing, of course, compelled to get one from 
contractors. I have, it is true, loaned the 
sprinkling cart and in return I have been 
permitted to use the roller. At no time 
has the city paid for the use of a roller 
since I have been in office. Should your 
honorable body desire me to discontinue 
this I will do so and in the future we 
mall have to pay for the use of a roller.” 


THE MAIN SUPPLY DITCH. ‘ 


A Force of Workmen Repairing the Damaged 
Flume. 

‘The Water Overseer is having repaired 
the. flume on what is known as the main 
supply ditch, which flume was reported 
two or three days ago to be in bad condi- 
tion. The place where the repairs are be- 
ing made is about one mile north of the 
city line where the flue is on a trestle 

Work. The water flowing in the ditch was 
turned into the river at a point above and 

a force of workmen was started on the 
repairing 5 o'clock yesterday morning. 
The work “was to continue till 7 o'clock 
last evening and to begin at 5 o’clock this 
morning and be prosecuted till finished 
which, it is expected, will be accomplished 
by noon today. 

The water running in the ditch, amount- 
fing to about ten heads, will be lost only 
for a period of about thirty-six hours.

An Important Decision by Judge McKinley - 

General Court Notes. 

Judge McKinley rendered his decision in 
the case of the Los Angeles Pressed Brick 
and Terra Cotta Company vs. W. G. Kerck- 
hoff et al. yesterday, granting the motions 
of the defendants, Dmeline Childs, Marie 
Hammel and the Los Angeles Furniture 
Company, for judgment of non-suit, but 
denying said motion as to the other -de- 
fendants, for the reasons set forth in the 
following opinion: 
' “Plaintiff in this action is a judgment 
creditor of the Tenth-street Hotel Company 
and seeks to recover from defendants 
amounts unpaid upon their stock suwbscrip- 
tion in that company. Defendant, the Los 
Angeles Furniture Company, moves for a 
non-suit upon the ground that its sub- 
‘scription to stock has not been proven. 
At appears that the agreement to take 
stock is signed as follows: ‘Los Angeles 
Furniture Company, by B. P. Johnson. sec- 
retary.’ No evidence has been offered 
showing Johnson’s authority to make such 
subscription, but plaintifé claims that the 
sutnority will be presumed and cites some 
cases holding that the burden 16 upon a 
corporation to show that the act of the 
agent was without authority. In these 
cases, however, the act was in the ordi- 
nary course of business and regarded as 
within an ostensible agency. But in this 
case the act was clearly out of the ordinary 
course of business and it cannot be pre-

“ ‘Where a trustee, in violation of his 
trust, invests the trust property, or its 
proceeds, in any other property, the cestui 
que trust may elect. to hold the sub- 


| stituted property subject to the trust, or 


to hold the trustees personally liable to 
him for the breach of the trust. The 
former he can do, however, only when 
he can follow and identify the property, 
either in the original or substituted form, 
as we have already seen. If this cannot 
be done, the right of the cestui qué trust 
to elect is gone, because its exercise has 

e impossible, and he is, therefore, 
forced to rely upon the personal liability 
of the trustee,.and-such seems to be the 
condition of the cestui que trust in the 
present case. When thus forced to rely 


the | upon the personal liability of the trustee, 


a cestui que trust occupies a position to- 
ward the estate of the trustee which is 
ho better, but ig identical with that of 
a simple, contract creditor. He has no 
al len upon the general estate of 
he trustee, which is superior to that of 
any other creditor; for the specific. prop- 
erty covered by the trust is gone, and 
nothing is left to the cestui que trust ex- 
cept a naked claim for damages gen- 
erally, on account of the breach to be 
obtained through an action at law, at- 
tended by all the incidents of a like ac- 
tion on behalf of one who is not the 
beneficiary of a trust. 
“And after further consideration in an 
opinion on rehearing, Justice Sanderson 
reiterated the same doctrine in the fol- 
lowing language: 
“Upon further consideration, we are sat- 
isfied, however, that there are no grounds 


upon which this can be treated as an 


action for ap account. The complaint is 
not drawn upon any such theory, and no 
facts are stated which would entitle the 
plaintiffs to an action of that character. 
The defendant cannot be charged and 
meld to account as a trustee, except upon 
the averment that he has come into, the 
possession of the ‘trust fund or its sub- 
stitute: If, at the time of his death, the 
defendant’s testator was in the possession 
of the trust fund, or other property into 
which he may have converted it, and such 


fund or property had come into 
the on of the defendant, he would 


have held it upon the same terms as his 
testator held it, and the relation of trus- 
tee to the ward of the plaintiffs would 
have been added to that of executor by 
virtue of his successorship. Such fund or 
other property would have constituted no 
part of the testator’s assets, and the de- 
‘fendant would not have held it in his 
capacity as executor, but in his capacity 
as succeeding trustee to the plaintiff’s 
‘ward, and. might have been compelled to 
account as such. But such is not the 
case. Neither the trust fund, nor any 
substitute Hor it, which can be identified 
as such, has come into the hands of the 
defendant. On the contrary, the trust 
estate is entirely gone, or, which amounts 
to the same thing, its identity is entirely 
lost, for it is not shown to be in the 
hands of the defendant in its primary con- 
dition, or that it was converted by the de- 
fendant’s testator into the property or any. 
part of it now in the defendant’s posses- 
Mon as executor. Hence, the defendant

ence.) The secretary of the Redlands Or- 
amge-growers! Association has submitted his 
report for the past year, which shows that 
there were shipped from here by the associa- 
tion a total of 227 carloads of oranges. 01 
these there were 139 carloads, or 3,173,482 
pounds, of Washington navels; 33 cars, or 
774,996 ere. Mediterranean sweets, and 55 
cats, or 1,3 375 pounds, seedlings. The 3 
realized or <= navels was $1.88 per box for 
first-grade fruit of the regular sizes, and the 
average received for regular and off sizes 
was $1.83 a box. Jar sizes of the 
Mediterranean sweets was the same as ob- 
tained for the navels, and the average for 
all sizes was $1.85.

He had a great belly-band decorated with 
gold sticking out from his waist, and his 
horsehair cap had huge wings fastened to 
its back, personifying ears, and denoting 
that he was always ready to listen to the 
commands of the King. He sat in a chair

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to go from Tien-Tsin to the harbor of 
Chemulpo. I was grounded for a time on 
the Peiho River, and had a rough voyage 
over the Yellow Sea, but I am now in the 
biggest city of this wonderful kingdom, 
surrounded by the queerest 
sights. and the strangest people on the 
face of the globe. : 

I found the harbor of Chemulpo filled 
with gunboats, and, after sailing up the 
river Han, I was met about four miles 
from the city with a chair from the Ameri- 
can Legation, which was carried by four 
Koreans and which was guarded by sol- 
diers. It was in this way I came into the 
city of Seoul. I passed through the gates 
without- trouble, and am now almost at 
home in this Korean world. I have a most 
efficient Interpreter, whom I call Gen. Pak. 
He comes of: one of the oldest families of 
this country and his grandfather was a 
big magistrate. He has as much cheek as 
a New Tork plumder, and he would make

I am told 
by those closest to the King that the 
rebels did not intend to fight against His 
Majesty at all. They only took up arms 
to oust. the officials of their provinces. 
They have been terribly oppressed. Offices 
have been sold for years, and of late years 
the prices of the offices have gone up and 
the tenure of office has been shortened. 
There is one man here who has had this 
matter in charge who is worth many mill- 
fon of dollars today. He was a poor man 
ten years ago, and his fortune has been 
made by squeezing. The officials have had 


back, and they have oppressed them to 
such an extent that starvation stared them 
in the face. Had the King let them 
alone and not come to the support of his 
officials, there would have been no re- 
bellion against him.

tween China and Japan on Korean soil. 
This land has been the fighting ground 
of these two nations in times past, and if 
a war occurs now it will be the bloodiest 
of Asiatic history. The Koreans have a 
few gatling guns and some cannon. The 
Japanese and Chinese can supply their 
troops with all sorts of modern, munitions 
of war! They have millions of dollars in- 
vested in war material, and their soldiers 
and marines are armed with the newest 
and latest inventions. As it is now it 
looks as though China would, in such a 


case, have the friendship and support of 


the King, but there is much dissatisfac- 
tion with the government here in Seoul, 
and the Japanese would not lack friends 
or followers. The King, in fact, can’t help 
himself, as regards China. He has bor- 
rowed money from the Chinese -govern- 
ment and all of his customs receipts have 
been mortgaged to pay the interest on the 
debt. The King is so much in debt and 
so hard pressed for money that whether 
a war occurs or not he is bound to open 
up, Korea to foreigners. He has a won- 
derful kingdom, filled with enormous re- 
sources, and it will pay American specula- 
tors to keep their eyes on the mining and 
railroad possibilities of this land. 


Korea is, perhaps, the least ‘understood 
land in Asia, and it is one of the most 


wonderful countries on the face of the 


globe. I paid my first visit to it six 
years ago, only a short time after it had 
been opened up to the world, About fit- 


here and the port of Chemulpo, and every- 
one is excited and alarmed as to the possi- 
bilities of a war, not only between the 
King and his rebellious subjects, but be- 
tween China and Japan. The Chinese and 
Japanese soldiers are by no means friendly 
to one another, and the Japanese are ready 
and anxious for a pretext to fight.

teen years ago no foreigner could land 
on its coasts, and shipwrecked sailors 
were forced to stay in the country, for 
fear they might carry news of it to the 
barbarous people of Europe and America. 
During my stay in it, I have traveled 
many miles over its mountains and val- 
leys, and I expect to push my way, if 
possible, right through the interior of the 
country to the west coast. I have visited 
many of the countries of the world, but 
this is the queerest and the least known. 
There is’ little information in the books 
of travel concerning it. There are no 
guide-books whatever. It is like no other 
country, and every day I, hear new and 
strange things about it and its people, It 


is going to be a very importgnt country 
in the eyes of the world. Its people are 
of their own kind, and Gen. Clarence 
Greathouse, the American adviser of the 
King, tells me that the land contains 
between sixteen and twenty millions. This 
is about one-fourth of the population of 


people than there are in Spain. It is 
half as many as there are in Mexico, 
and three times as many as can be counted 
in the State of New York. These peo- 
ple are scattered over a territory of about 
one hundred thousand square miles. Take 
your map of Asia. Look at the north- 
eastern part of it, and you will see the 
peninsula of Korea, hanging down like 
a nose from the lower corner of Siberia 
and the Chinese province of Manchuria. 
This peninsula is of about the same shape 
as Florida or Italy, and it has something 
like the area of the latter country. It 
is between four and five hundred miles 
long, and from its extreme north to the

York. At no place is it much wider than 
Between New York. and Washington. The 
sea surrounding it is peppered with rocky 
islands, and its lower coasts are only a

$3,000,000 worth of dust and nuggets 
every year, and practically nothing but 
placer mining is done. All of the gold 
belongs to the King, and I hear it whis- 
pered that His Majesty has a great quan- 
tity of bullion stored away in his palaces. 
Not long ago it was a necessity that 
some money be raised at once to com- 
plete the electric plant which is now 
being put into the palace, and there was 
practically nothing in the treasury.

is generally supposed. The Korean citizen 
has no security of property, and the pos- 
session of money always brings the offi- 
cials down upon him, and they suck at his 
vitals till the money is squeezed out of 
him. Every now and then a native will 
come into the establishment of the Ameri- 
can firm at Chemulpo and will pay for what 
he wants with gold dust, which he takes 
out of a pipe stem or from a belt which 


| he has bound about his body under his 


clothes. Often men want to turn the gold 


into Korean cash, and it is by no means 


safe for them to haveit found upon them. 
The mines are worked under a superin- 
tendent, who probably gets a big slice 
of the output. By the aid of modern 
mining machinery there is no telling what 
they wil produce. At present not even 
blasting powder is used to get at the 
quartz, and the rock is broken -by building 
a fire against it, and then when it has 
become ‘hot, water is thrown upon it, and 
this cracks the quartz. Such bits as can 
be gotiten out are laid on a flat stone, and 
big rocks are rolled over them again 
and again to crush them, and at least 50 
per cent. of the gold is lost. There are 
no pumps, no quicksilver and no chemicals. 
Such of the gold as is gotten comes from 
washing the sand and crushed rock with 
water in hand pans, and in the winter the 
rock is crushed and boiled to free it of 


There are large copper mines in differ- 
ent parts of Korea, and a great deal of 
this is dug out, smelted and used in the 
manufacture of brass ware. Brass is more 
used, perhaps, than any other metal. The 
eating utensils, including dishes, spoons 
and chop-sticks are made of it, and all 
of the wash basins of the country are of 
this material. The quality of the brass 
is superior to that which I have seen in 
any other part of the world. It takes a 


King about the matter. He was a thor- 
oughly responsible man in every respect, 
and he had at his back some millions of 
American capital. He came to Seoul, and, 
after a time got the promise of such con- 
cessiona as would have given him the en- 
clusive right to build railroads over the 
country, to have opened up the gold mines 
and to have engaged in schemes for the 
general development of Korea.

Duritig 
the night, however, either through the 
Chinese or some other influence, the 
King’s mind was changed, and a message 
was sent to the American Legation that 
His Majesty had decided to grant no 
concessions at present, and that Mr. Morse 
was at liberty to leave as soon as he 
chose. As to just how this change came 
about no one knows, but China probably 
had her finger in the pie. It is said that 
one of the foreigners connected with the 
court demanded that he be paid a big per- 
centage of the profits of the scheme for 
the influence which he claimed to have 
exerted in getting the King to accede to it. 
This was refused, and he probably got his 
revenge through the Chinese. 

In all this trouble which is going on in 
Korea it must be remembered that the 
Chinese are the enemies of progress. They 
are not the true friends of the Korean 
people, They have the upper hand and they 
are doing all they can to keep the country 
back. The falling-through of this scheme. 
was a very unfortunate thing for Korea. 
Had the papers been signed both the King 
and the American capitalists would now 
be on the road to wealth.

THE LAND OF THE MORNING CALM.““ 


An Entertaining and Instructive Sketch by

PASADENA, Aug. 3, 1894.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Times.) Corea, or Cho-sen, 
the Land of the Morning Calm,” has 
been everything of disturbance, as well 
as of calm.

It was far, indeed, from being my first 
book, for I am not a novelist alone. But 
I am well aware that my paymaster, the 
great public, regards what else I have 
written with indifference, if not aversion; 
if it call upon me at all, it calls on me 
in the familiar and indelible character, 
Fand when I am asked to talk of my first 
book, no question in the world but what 

is meant is my first novel. ; 

Sooner or later, somehow, I was boun 
to write a novel. It seems vain to ask 
why. Men are born with various manias; 
from my earliest childhood, it was mine 
to make a plaything of imaginary series 
of events and as I was able to write I 
became a good friend to the paper-makers. 
Reams upon reams must have gone to the 
making of „Rathillet,“ the ‘‘Pent- 
land Rising.“ ““ The King's Par- 
don” (otherwise Park Whithead,“) Ed- 
ward Darren, A Country Dance” and 
a “Vendetta in the West,“ and it is 
consolatory to remember that these reams 
are now all ashes, and have been re- 
ceived again into the soil. I have named 
but a few of my ill-fated efforts, only 
such, indeed, as came to a fair bulk ere 
they were desisted from, and even 80, 
they cover a long vista of years. ‘‘Rathil- 
let“ was attempted before 15, the Ven- 
detta“ at 29, and the succession of de- 
feats lasted unbroken till I was 31. By 
that time I had written little books and 
little essays and short stories, and had 
got patted on the back and paid for them— 
though not enough to live upon. I had 
quite a reputation. I was the successful 
man. I passed my days in toil, the futil-

Among the first missions established in 
Arizona was that of San Xavier del Bac, 
in 1720. It lies south of what is now the 
city of Tucson, and is still in a remarkably 
good state of preservation. The church is 
built of brick, covered with a cement-like 
concrete. 

The church is built in the form of a 
cross and is of the Spanish type of archi- 
tecture. It faces the south, with a well- 
finished facade and ornamented with the 
arms of the Franciscan order.

Human nature has certain 
rights; instinct—the instinct of self-preser- 
vation—forbids any man (cheered and sub- 
ported by the consciousness of no pre- 
vious victory) should endure the miseries 
of unsuccessful literary toil beyond a 
period to be measured in weeks. There 
must be something for hope to feed upon. 
The beginner must have a slant of wind. 
a lucky vein must be running, he must 
be in one of those hours when the words 
come and the phrases balance of them- 
selves—even to begin. And having begun, 
what a dread looking fonward is that 
until the book shall be accomplished. For 
so long a time, the slant is to continue 
unchanged, the vein to keep running, for 
so long a time you must hold at command 
the same quality of style; for so long a 
time, your puppets are to be always vital.

SWIMMING. 


| Hints for Boys Who wish to 


Swim Well. 
How to Teach Oneself When to Swim—Some 
Famous Swimming Records—Posi- 


tions in the Water— Ideas 
from indians. 


From a Special Contributor. 

Can you swim? “No.” Then lose no 
time in learning how. Every boy should 
consider it his bounden duty to become 
proficient in the most useful of all out- 
door sports. Though you may never be 
driven to such straits as Leander was, 
nevertheless, if you pass your boyhood 
days without learning to swim, you will 
always regret it, and may some day rue 
your negligence. Not only of great prac- 
tical value, swimming is the most beauti- 
recreations. 
Every one can learn to swim, even crip- 
ples and deformed persons. The boy who 
has the privilege of a natatorium together 
with an instructor, possess some advan- 
tages over the country boy; but the lad 
who teaches himself, will become just as 
proficient. . 

The method taught by Prof. Sundstrom, 
instructor of swimn in the N.Y.A.C., 
the champion long-distance swimmer of 
America, is as follows: A boy 
on the ladder leading | 
tank, wetting himself gradually in water 
about five feet deep, he then takes a quick 
plunge. The great object, at first, is to 
gain confidence. If a boy is afraid to duck 
his head under water without. holding his 
nose, or to venture in water above his 
waist, he will never learn to swim. Now 
by holding on to the stairs with his 
hands, the pupil is free to work his legs,

and thus first, tests the buoyancy of the 
water and has made a long step toward 
gaining confidence. The instructor takes 
hold of his feet and shows him the correct 
movement for the breast-stroke, which is 
the first taught, and really the fundamental 


| stroke in swimming. After this the boy 


is suspended from a pole, with a belt 
around his waist and shown the arm 
movement, and later on the combination 
of arm and leg. The next step is to enter 
‘deep water with a life buoy, which con- 
sists of a cork or rubber rod about three 
is placed under the arm- 
pits and across the chest. Any one can 
made a life buoy, for a fairly broad board 
or round piece of wood will answer the 
same purpose as cork. This is a most val- 
unable hint to beginners, for the average 
can by this means learn to swim 
after a very few attempt. 
Now for the boy who is determined to 
swim, but has no one to teach him how. 
Let him hunt a shelving, gravelly shore, 
where the depth increases gradually. It 
is immaterial whether the water is fresh 
or salt, but it should be smooth. He 
should wade out to the depth of four 
feet and duck completely under water. 
Then wade in towards shore until the 
bottom can be reached with the tips of 
the fingers; let the body assume a hori- 
zontal position, at the same time sinking 
entirely below the surface. With one arm 
supporting him, he can strike: out boldly 
with the legs and other arm. In a short 
time he will be able to strike out with 
both arms, making a great splash no 
doubt, and securing a large mouthful of 
water, possibly, but he will soon be able 
to take three or four strokes without go- 
ing under, and, after that a dozen, when 
his further progress depends only on the 
amount of practice he gets. 
In the breast stroke the arms are 
stretched out in front, the palms down- 
ward, the thumbs touching, after inflating 
the chest, the swimmer launches for- 
ward, striking out with his arms, which 
describe arcs of a circle. Both pairs’ of 
limbs are used simultaneously, that is, as 
the arms strike out the legs are drawn 
together, so that the knees are spread 


* 


wide apart, something after the fashion 


of a frog’s. When the arms are brought 
back into place under the chest, the 
legs are drawn up and the feet brought 
together. As the arms are extended the 
feet are pushed out with a quick jerk,

| giving a strong impetus to the body. The 


breast stroke is all that is necessary 
for a novice to know. After he has ac- 
‘quired this, swimming on the side, and 
on his back, floating, treading water and 
diving, will come in due time. It may 
be interesting to know what stroke is 
used by the fast swimmers, who glide 
through the water with such astonishing 
speed. Probably the fastest stroke is the 
one Prof. Sundstrom acquired from the 
Indians on the Columbia River, in Oregon, 
and which he immediately introduced as 
a distinctly American method. With this 
stroke, a man usually turns on his right 
side, sends forward his right arm; then 
his legs, and at the same time his left 
arm, with hand flat against the water. 
When he prepares to draw in his legs and 
his right arm, he takes his left arm, 
which he has carried back as far as pos- 
sible, out of the water, and brings it in 
front of his head. 2 

Remember, in swimming, to breathe 
through your nose and from your chest. 
It. is not policy to swim within two hours 
of meal time, nor to stay in the water 
more than twenty minutes. A swimmer 
who has been in the water for several 
hours, feels greatly enervated, his lips 
become blue, his eyes blood-shot, and his 
flesh puckers in a remarkable manner. 
Among wonderful feats which have been 
performed in the water was that of Capt. 
Webb, who swam across the English 
Channel, from Dover to Calais, a dis- 
tance of thirty-five miles, in 21h. and 
45m.,.. taking his nourishment while 
treading water. J. Finney swam 113 
‘yards and one foot under water in full 
costume, and later on remained under

one-half hours. If you have any op- 
portunities for learning 
use of them, for who knows how soon this 
knowledge may be of the utmost value to 
you. Remember, that swimming, once 
learned, is never forgotten. As a part- 
ing injunction, do not imagine that the 
proper way of learning to swim is by be- 
ing suddenly tossed into deep water. All 
swimmers acknowledge that one boy may

easy and a little loose. His eyes must

Find out what sort 
of disposition his mother and father have 
for a small puppy’s temper does not de- 
velop early. 

It would be just as well for the boy 
on the lookout for a good dog to cut 
out this list of the important points and 
keep it at hand to refer to should a dog 
be offered him for sale.

Hawaii is now a republic. That is to 
say, a Republic in name. Whether it will 
be so in anything more than name admits 
of much doubt. In commenting upon the

A DESPICABLE DESPOT. 


Demagogue Debs, who, only a few days 
ago, announced that he would never again 
be connected with any strike organization, 
and that he wouM henceforth advise work- 
ingmen to take to the ballot, and who, since 
the strike, has been taking a ride in a 
Pullman car, is now again engaged in an 
attempt to organize a labor union, embrac- 
ing all the different trades, that, in extent, 
would cast the American Railway Union 
entirely into the shade. 

It would be an insult to the intelligence 
of the great body of American working- 
men, who are certainly more enlightened 
than the workingmen of any other country, 
to suppose that after the bitter experi- 
ence of the past few weeks, and after 
Demagogue Debs has shown himself up in 
his true light, there can be found any con- 
siderable number of them who are willing 
to follow him to fresh disaster and dis- 
grace. To suppose this would be to sup- 
pose that the workingmen of the United 
States are not possessed of sufficient intelli- 
gence and independence to entitle them to 
the privilege of self-government, for a 
man who is willing to blindly follow such 
a leader as Debs, after he has been shown 
up in his true colors, is certainly not a 
safe voter under a free government. 

It is, indeed, one of the peculiar things 
about this latest and best development in 
government by the people, such as we 
have in the United States, that despicable 
and dishonest demagogues should find it 
so easy to obtain a considerable following 
under slight pretext, and not only this, but 
to tyrannize over and enslave their fol- 
lowers so that they are almost afraid to call 
their souls or bodies their own and are forced 
into doing that which, in many cases, 
they would have no inclination to do ‘if 
they were left to their own devices. Such 
a state of things can scarcely be found 
to the same extent in any other country 
under the sun. And yet this is a land of 
free schools, free thought and free press. 
It is certainly an anomaly that in the 
opening days of the second century of the 
republic’s existence such a state of affairs 
should be witnessed. If the leaders in such 
movements were men of great attain- 


ments, of brilliant though mistaken ideas, 


of slavish devotion to a cause which they 
believe to be just, it would be easier to 
understand how, when suffering under’ 
some wrongs, or fancied wrongs, a large 
number of impulsive people should be led 
astray. This, however, is far from being 
the case. | 

Look, for instance, at this creature Debs, 
who sprung up like a mushroom and, for 
a brief space of four weeks arrogated to 
himself a power greater even than that 
which is possessed by the President of the 
United States. Is it easy to conceive of 
a man who is more deserving of contempt 
or less worthy to act as a leader of men 
among men? What sort of a clay image 
is this that a number of workingmen of 
the United States in a moment of frenzy 
placed upon a pedestal and bowed down 
to, as the ignorant African bows down to 
his fetich? We pitty the ignorance of the 
poor savage, who abases himself before 
a stone or a block of wood, which was 
fashioned by his hands; but are those 
workingmen who have been blindly fol- 
lowing the wild orders of this irresponsible 
demagogue much more enlightened? 

As stated, we do not conceive it to be 
credible that in the light of their recent 
bitter experience any considerable number 
of American workmen will continue to 
wear the collar and work under the lash 
of Debs. As might have been expected, 
his followers are already beginning to turn 
upon him, and, within a short time, he 
will undoubtedly be nothing more than a 
miserable recollection. But before he 
fades entirely out of sight it would be 
well for the workingmen of the country to 
take a good look at this false god, whom 
they have .been worshiping, as there will 
doubtless be many others springing up 
from time to time. - 

Debs, undoubtedly, prides himself upon 


the wide notoriety which he has attained 


throughout the country, and, indeed, 
throughout the civilized world. So, un- 
doubtedly, does Santo, the slayer of Presi- 
dent Carnot. In Greece, at one time, there 
was @ man who burned down a beautiful 
temple merely for the purpose that his 
name might be handed down to posterity. 
How many people remember him? That 
is the sort of. natoriety that -Debs wòIII 
have—the notoriety of a murderer or an 
incendiary. What has the man done to 
entitle him to fame? He has for the 
space of several weeks tied up a great 
part of the business of the country; he 
has further widened the breach between 
capital and labor; he has brought misery 
and want to countless households; he has 
transformed thousands of men, who a 
brief month ago were industrious, happy 
citizens, supporting their wives and fami- 
lies, into soured and desperate wanderers 
upon the face of the earth, carrying hate 
and vengeance in their hearts and liable 
at slight provocation to commit crime. 
He is directly responsible for the deaths 
of a number of men and several women; 
and it is not due to him, but to the pa- 
triotism and common sense of the Ameri- 
can people, that these deaths were 
not numbered by thousands; he has caused 
a vast destruction of property, the loss of 
which will not fall upon conporations, but 
upon the taxpayers of cities and counties, 
many of whom are workingmen owning 
small homes; he has ruined numbers of 
farmers, who saw their produce going to 
waste while he would not permit the rail- 
roads to haul dt. All this has Debs done, 
and more of the same kind. If there is 
anything in this to boast of, then let him 
boast, but he will find very few to boast 
with him, and, certainly none whose opin- 
fons are worthy of consideration, 
Meantime, this instrument of destruc- 
tion, this wholesale criminal, this embryo 
Anarchist and irresponsible demagogue,

ANOTHER VARIETY LAWLESSNESS, 


_ When the proposition to pay the South- 
ern Pacific Company $1,800,000, judgmenits 
rendered by the Court of Claims in favor 
of that company, came up in the Senate 
last Friday, Senator White very properly 
suggested that the government claims 
against this company and its stockholders 
ought first to be settled before this large 
sum of money is paid. Mr. White’s re- 
marks will doubtless be treated with re- 
spect, as it is apparent that there is a 
great disposition in both houses of Con- 
gress to treat, this great railroad corpora- 
tion more as any other corporation or in- 
dividual would be treated, and less as a 
favored: protege of the government, which 
is not amenable to the common law. The 
Southern Pacific Company has long enough 
enjoyed special privileges and favors. It 
is about time now that it should take its 
place with the rest of us before the courts 
and legislatures of the country. | a 

It is an undoubted fact that one of the 
chief causes of the widespread discontent 
and unrest which prevails in this country 
today may be found in the arrogant pre- 
tensions of some of the great corporations 
of the country, whose enormous wealth has 
led them to believe in some cases that they 


be wondered at that they should have im- 
bibed such an idea, for unfortunately they 
have found plenty of servile tools among 
the legislators, in the press and even— 
shameful to say—in the courts of justice 
to encourage in the belief that such 
is the case. Some of these powerful ag- 
gregations of wealth have been growing 
bolder and bolder of late, until they 
scarcely pretend to make a secret of their 
desire and ability to purchase such legis- 
lation as they need to further their ends 
and increase their already enormous wealth. 
We neither ignore nor fail to deplore and 
condemn the evil—an evil which is fully 
as dangerous to the perpetuation of a free 
form of government as are the anarchistic 
and revolutionary doctrines of demagogues 
who arise among the masses. During the 
past few weeks there has been another 
question before the people and that had to 
be settled first. It is not a wise thing to 
complicate issues or to try to swap horses 
while crossing a stream. The dangerous 
and irrational outbreak of Debsism has 
now been measurably disposed of as far 
as the acute phase of it is concerned, and 
the rest of it will have to be settled by 
suitable legislation, which should be en- 
acted without delay. At the same time it 
is just and proper that the other end of 
the question should not be lost sight of. 
As The Times has stated on several pre- 
Mous occasions, there are Anarchists 
among the wealthy, as well as among the 
masses. Not men who go around with 
torch and bomb to destroy property and 
life, but men and corporations who seek 
to attain their ends by corrupting legisla- 
tures and courts, defying the law of the 
land and overriding the will of the people. 
These men are, to all intents and pur- 
poses, Anarchists, and should be regarded 
as such. They are a perpetual menace to 
the continuance of popular government and 
afford a constant excuse for the irrational 
doctrines which are preached by dema- 
gogues and agitators. : 
There is no need, no excuse for any 
persecution of corporations or ists, 
as such. The idea is absurd. Wealth is 
honorable when properly attained, as is 
poverty when unavoidable. What is needed 
is to get back to the original democratic 
ideas, which are the foundation of this 
government, that all men, rich and poor, 
are equal before the law. It is a very 
simple proposition, but sometimes it ap- 
pears that we are in danger of forgetting 
it. It must not, however, be forgotten, 
or the troubles which we have gone 
through of late will prove to be but the 
fore-runners of a host of more serious 
troubles that are to come. — 


THE ELECTION OF SENATORS. 


Much interest is taken by the general 
public in the proposition to adopt an 
amendment to the Constitution, requiring 
that Senators shall be elected by popular 
vote in each State. The amendment. has 
been adopted by more than a two-thirds 
majority of the House of Representatives, 
and will now go to the Senate. Its vote 
‘is very doubtful there, and after it should 
pass the Senate it would: have to be rat- 


the Constitution. It is very doubtful 
whether the amendment will go through 
the Senate. A good many of the Senators 
‘know very well that if their claims were 
left to the popular vote they would have 
very little chance of election. 

Yet it would be undoubtedly in the in- 
terest of the Senators themselves that 
the people should be allowed a more di- 
rect voice in their selection. There is a 
growing feeling among the people that 
the Senate is getting too far away from 
them, and has too little sympathy with 
them. One of the worst features of the 
present plan of electing Senators is the 
corruption and scandal which it so fre- 
quently causes in State legislatures. It 
is a well-known fact that a great many 
politicians seek election to legislative 
bodies simply for the sake of what they 
can make out of a candidate for United 
States Senator. Hence it is coming to 
pass that it is generally taken for granted 
nowadays that the candidate for Sena- 
tor must be a wealthy man. There are 
exceptions to this rule, but it is the rule 
all the same. In a certain Territory, which 
expects to be shortly admitted as a State, 
a resident of another State, more than 
a thousand miles away, is now having a 
house built in order that he may claim 
a residence and run for United States Sen- 
ator. He has twice been an unsuccessful 
candidate in his own State, and ig said 
to be willing to expend @ quarter of a 
.million dollars in this new attempt. This

Labor cannot afford to do this—to become 
the willing or the unwilling instrument in 
the hands of the Debses, the Mosts and 
the Mowbrays of anarchy and misrule.

they are asking themselves how is it all 
to end? Doubtless there are to be great 
changes some day, but they wil) not come 
about through violence. There is to be 
a gradual evolution of character and a 
growing respect for individual rights. But, 
as has recently been said, there remain a 
few old principles as rugged landmarks, 
to lose which would mean ruin and noth- 
ing short of it. The firet great landmark 
is, the enduring necessity for the patient 
building up of individual human character. 
There is no such thing as social progress 
in general without good men in particu- 
lar. For honest, clear-éyed manhood the 
future can but be bright. What practical 
advice would a wise man offer to a young 
workingman? Would he advise that young 
man to give himself great and primary 
concern for the abstract cause of labor? 
Probably not, if the young man happened 
to be his pemenal friend, He would ad- 
vise him to be industrious; to take genu- 
ine interest in his trade; to endeavor by 


dispensable to his employer; to value highly 
his leisure, for the useful opportunities 
it can easily afford him; to make good 
friends and avoid bad ones; to acquire self- 
control and fixity of purpose; to learn the 
worth of money, and to form the habit 
of saving it as a means toward the acqui- 
sition of full freedom. He would adjure 
his young friend to act upon the principle 
that every man must bear his own bur- 
dens. He would show him that the sav- 
ings of-an amount equal to from one to 
two years’ earnings makes practically all 
the difference between a condition of inde- 
pendence and a condition of servitude or 
possible pauperism.“ 

Let the honest and  sebf-respect- 
ing workingmen heed such counsel 
as this and how soon would he 
lose his appetite for strikes and set earn- 
estly about the work of building his own 
fortune. Pullman, the many times mil- 
lionaire, was once a working mechanic, 
but by the force of his own will, his per- 
sistent devotion to business, and the skill 
which he put forth in all his undertakings 
he has become the man of capital that he 
is today. Little by little, step by step 
must men rise, and the field which, under 
the splendid fabric of American freedom 
was open to Mr. Pullman, is just as widely 
and surely open to the workingmen of this 
country as it was to him. 

Wise men make apportunities for them- 
selves and force from them the largest 
possible results, and, if every one of our 
intelligent wage-earners in this free land 
would cease worrying about labor in the 
abstract, and retain the right to sell their 
own labor to whom and at what price they 
saw fit, making it a principle to save, if 
ever so little, a portion of their wages, 
as a foundation upon which to build for 
something better, and would respect the 
rights of all wage-earners, whether of or- 
ganized or unorganized labor, as they wish 
their own rights respected, and refuse to 
be led into false positions by demagogues 
and labor agitators, who are not laboring 
men at all, and who have no interest in 
them beyond the salaries which they draw 
from them, the violence and the antago- 
nisms which now exist, and which are so 
frequently productive of violence and dis- 
order, would soon disappear forever, and 
not only Labor and Capital would be’ the 
gainers, but the cause of universal prog- 
ress would be greatly subsbrved.

An International Conyocation of 
Past Grand Priests 


in Kansas—The Royal Arch Degree 
Alone in Council. 


Biminent Masons Who Will Exchange Greet- 
“tags With Brethren from Foreign

Turned Toward Topeka.

The eyes of the Free Masons of the 
‘country will be turned toward Topeka, 
Kan., during the week beginning with. the 
22d of this month. ‘The occasion is one 
which occurs only once every three y 
the triennial convocation of the General 
Grand Chapter of the United States. It is 
the Royal Aréh Masons who will thus as- 
semble and as that dégree is one to which 
the members of the sublime fraternity 
most aspire, the proceedings will have an 
interest.and an importance’ commensurate .

STATUS OF NON-AFFILIATES IN CAL- 

IFORNIA. 

The Grand Lodge of the State of Cali- 
fornia has defined the status of a non- 
affiliated Mason in this State as follows: 

(1. It is the duty of every Master Ma- 
son to be a member of some lodge. 

(2.) If, being a member of a lodge in 
some other State or country, he comes 
to reside in California, he may continue 
that membership. 

(3.) If, however, 
he severs his membership with the home 
lodge, he must, within six months from 
the time he becomes a resident here, 
make application for membership to some 
lodge in this State. , 

(4.) If he neglects to make such appli- 
cation within the time limited, he is 
nor entitled to receive, nor are we per- 
mitted to accord to him, “any of the 
rights, privileges, or charities of the or- 
der.“ He is, in effect, suspended. 
(5.) If, however, after the lapse of six 

onths, he desires to make application for 

embership, he must, as a condition pre- 
cedent, pay a sum equivalent to six 
months’ dues. to the lodge to which he 
would apply, and then present his petition 
with his dimit and the application fee. 

(6.) The rejection of his application 
places him in good standing for six months 


ing that period he may again apply to 
the same lodge, or to any other lodge in 
the State, without the payment of any 
sum as a condition precedent. 

(7.) The six months begins to run from 
the time the non-affiliate becomes a resi- 
dent in Califcrnia, and not from the 
date of the dimit, unless it were issued 
subsequent to his becoming a resident 
here. 

(8.) If a member of a lodge in this 
State withdraws therefrom, and, contin- 
uing to reside here, neglects for six 


to make application for membership to 
some lodge here, he will place, himself 
under the same disabilities and %e sub- 
ject to the same conditions as the non- 
affiliate, who, coming from abroad to re- 
side here, neglects the duty prescribed. 
THE MODEL LODGE SECRETARY. 
Christopher Diehl, who for twenty years 
has been the grand secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of Utah, and from actual contact 
knows whereof he speaks, has this to say 
about the lodge secretaries: 
“The secretary is the business manager 
of the lodge, and he must conduct the busi- 
ness on business principles. In many re- 
spects the welfare of the lodge depends 
more wpon the secretary than upon the 
master. Show me a Hve. industrious sec- 
retary—one who has the business of the 
lodge in his head, who has the interest of 
the lodge at heart, who collects the dues 
promptly—and I will show you a live and 
prosperous lodge. A secretary may have a 
heart as tender as a child: he may be 
charitable and indulgent; but when the 
open ledger lies before him. nothing but 
the debit and credit side must concern 
him. The two sites must balance at the 
end of each year; if not the prosperity of 
the lodge will suffer. When the secretary 
knows of a member who is not able to pay 
dues, he should show his charitable im- 


| pulses and move that they be remitted. 


On the other hand, if he knows of a mem- 
ber who can pay but will not: or who. 
when asked.to pay, treats the lodge and 
Masonry with contempt, he should move 
the suspension of the branch that takes the 
nourishment from the tree and adds noth- 
ing to its strength or beauty. If the sec- 
retary does that, the lodge will prosper, 
and he will have done his whole duty. 
That is my idea of a model secretary; and 
if a lodge found such an one it ought 
to keep him for good, and pay him well 
for his services. : 
THE TRUE WORD. 


The True Word,” used in contradistinc- 


tute Word, and to find it is the obiect of 
all Masonic search and labor. For, as the 
Lost Word is the symbol of death. the 
True Word is the symbol of life eternal. 
It indicates the change that is always oc- 
curring—truth after error, light after 
darkness, life after death. Of all the 
symbolism of speculative Masonry that of 
the True Word is the most philosophic 
and sublime.—(Mackey. 
_THE TONGUE IN MASONRY. 
In the early rituals of the last century 
the tongue is called the key to the 
secrets of a Mason, and one of the toasts 
that was given in the lodge was in these 
words: “‘To that excellent key of a Ma- 
son’s tongue, which ought always to speak 
as well in the absence of a brother as in 
his presence, and when that cannot be 
done with honor, justice or propriety, that 
adopts the virtue of a Mason, which is 
silence.’’—(Mackey. 3 
„Spes, Mea in Deo est“ (My Hope is in 
God) is the motto of the thirty-second de- 
gree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite. 
Masons are not permitted to boast of 
their charities. They do their work of 
benevolence quietly and it is rarely that 
any one outside of the craft knows any- 
thing about it. In caring Hor the poor 
and unfortunate among ‘themselves they 
have plenty of work always on hand. They 
do it cheerfully, but they do not like to 
be imposed upon. All who apply for Ma- 
sonic assistance are not Masons, however, 
and much care and vigilance are necessary 
in guarding the relief fund against the de- 
mands of impostors. The General Masonic 
Relief Association of New York has pu 
lished a list containing the names and 
full descriptions of 1260 “pilferers of Ma- 
sonic benevolenee, who have been de- 
tected in presenting fraudulent claims for 
charitable relief.
